SPARKS FROM MARK: 

At the beginning of June Betsy Van Asma, Lori 
Miller and I attended a two day work shop with 
about 75 others from the Diocese of Rapid City. We 
learned about the Generations of Faith Project which 
was created and developed by The Center for 
Ministry Development out of Naugatuck 
Connecticut. The Center has been involved in church 
and parish ministry for the past 25 years. 

The Center received a four year grant 
from the Lily Foundation to help parishes in the 
United States and Canada to develop a parish 
formation program that involves everyone in the 
parish. At this point there are over 800 parishes 
participating in this project. Generations of Faith is 
about the generations coming to together to learn 
and to grow together through their experience and 
participation in the life of the church. 

The Generations of Faith Project helps 
parishes develop lifelong, inter-generational, 
Church-based faith formation that is focused on the 
educative power of the church community: the feasts 
and seasons of the Church Year, sacraments and 
liturgy, prayer and spirituality, justice and service, 
proclamation of the Word, and community. The 
generations approach weaves home and parish in a 
comprehensive model of faith formation for all ages 
and generations. 

In my sparks column for the next several 
months I will writing about the Generations of Faith 
project that we as a community of OLBH will be 
participating in. The Generations of Faith Project 
will help to compliment our on going faith formation 
programs that we have in place now at OLBH. We 
will continue with the same program that we have in 
place but will simply add the “generation” piece to it 
and I think it will help to round out our program, to 
build on our current strengths. 



Did I mention that the Generations of 
Faith program is for everyone in the parish 
community, young and old, married, single, 
young adults, divorced and widow. “Everyone”!

Scripture

Reflection 

• Have you ever received God’s 
comfort? 

• How is the world crucified? 

• Where do you see “the kingdom 
of God at hand for you?” 

The Eucharist is the silence of God, the 
weakness of God. 

To reduce himself to bread while the world 
is so noisy, so agitated, so confused. 

It is as if the world and the Eucharist are 
walking in opposite directions. And they 
seem to be getting further and further away 
from one another. 

One has to be courageous not to let oneself 
be carried away by the world’s march; one 
needs faith and will-power to go cross¬ 
current toward the Eucharist, to stop, to be 
silent, to worship. And one needs really 
strong faith to understand the impotence and 
defeat which the Eucharist represents and 
which is today what the impotence and 
defeat of Calvary was yesterday. 

And yet this powerless Jesus, nailed down 
and annihilated, is the God of the 
Impossible, Alpha and Omega, the 
beginning and the end ...
